The Prime Minister, Mr. Churchill, 
to-day issued the following state- 
ments. : 

_ “Els Majesty's Government heard 
with grief and amazement that tho 
terms dictated by the Germans had 
been accepted by the French Govern~ 
ment at Bordeaux, it cannot {col 
that such or similar terms could 
have. been submitted to by ony 
French Government which possessed 
freedom, Independence and constitu- 
tlonal authority. ‘ 

“Such terms, Jf accepted by all 
Frenchmen, would place, - not only 
France, but. the French Empire en- 
tirely at the mercy and in the 
nower of the German and Italian 
dictators. Not only would the 
French people be. held down and 
forced to worlt against thelr ally, not 
only would ‘the soll of ‘France bo 
used with the approval of the Bor- 
deaux Government as a means of 
attacking thelr ally, but the whole 
resources of the French Empire and 
the French Navy would’ speedily 
pass into the, hands of, the adversary 
for ‘the fulfilment: of, his purpose. - 

“His Majesty's Government firmly 
believes that, whatever. happens, it, 
will be able to carry on the war 
wherever it may lead—on the seas, 
in the alr and upon land—to a suc-

The German terms for an armistice 
which we publish to-day js as harsh 
as was to be expected. They do not, 
as yet, include the Itallan terms, 
which may be even more harsh. In 
effect, Marshal Petain has. agreed to 
permit Germon occupation of more 
than half of France—the northern 
half from Geneva in Switzerland to 
St. Jean ‘de Pled on .the Spanish 
{rontler near the Bay of Hiscay. 
This line gives Hitler absolute con- 
trol of the entire Atlanti¢ seaboard

‘An official. statement Issucd by 
the China. Command on Saturday 
states.—-"The Japanese are in process 
of occupying certain adjacent arcas 
to the Colony for the purpose of 
clearing up Chinese guerilla bands 
which have beea giving considernblie 
trouble. Their intention was an- 
nounced to the military authoritics 
and there Is no cause for alarm." 

The Jupanese troops, estimated at 
1,000 Janded from small warships and 
river boats at 3.30 a.m, on Saturday. 
Donie} reports that they immediately 
began a drive from Chekwan and 
Namshan, near ‘Po On area, {owards 
the areas north of the lensed Terri- 
torles. 

Japanese army planes severely 
bombed areas near Po On_ shortly 
after dawn and by 9 a.m. the main 
Japanese force had entered Palcshel, 
two miles east of Po On. 


Shumchun Raid Victims 

At the same time the first Japan~ 
ese raider appeared over Shumchun. 
This was a single plane which bomb- 
ed and ‘machine-gunned Shumchun 
Market. Casualties {n the first rald 
were one dead and several injured. 

Five of the injured, three men and 
two women, were brought by ambul- 
ance to Kowloon Hospital where one 
man died shortly after admission. All 
the wounds were caused by shrapnel 
from aerial bombs. - , 

The people of the villages: im- 
mediately began to leave for the Bri- 
tish border. By the time of the 
second rald the Shumchun group of 
villages was almost deserted. 

Shumchun was bombed twice again 
during ‘the morning by squadrons of 
two or three planes. Bombs were 
nlso dropped on Shayuchung, Mirs 
Bay, causing one death and a num- 
ber of other casualties. The raiders 
chiefly concentrated on the Taipo 
ferry terminus. 

Refugees did not cross the border 
in anything Uke the numbers which 
entered the Colony during the car- 
Her occupations, but by mid-day sev- 
eral thousand women, men and chil- 
dren were seated forlornly along the 
roud between the frontier and Sheung 
Shu. In.all, more than 5,000 Chin- 
ese entered the Colony during the 
week-end. s 

They streamed into the territory 
over bridges, rice ficlds, and hill 
paths, driving before them their buf- 
faloes and pigs, carrylng ducks, fami- 
ly clocks, pots and furniture. For 
many it was the third time they had 
-been forced to leave their homes. 

All refugees were stopped by: offi- 
cers of the Health Department os 
they entered British 
vaccinated by the rondside. Later, 

_ arrangements were made to place 
them in Colony refugee camps. 


Customs Evacuation 

European and Chinese officers of 
the Chinese Customs stations at 
Namtau, Deep’ Bay and Shumchun, 
which was heavily shelled during 
the 1938 occupation, treked into the 
Colony on ponies, bicycles and foot. 
They were forced to surrender thelr 
arms by pollce as they crossed the 
border. 

From the border a long Ilne of 
ambulances streamed back towards 
Hongkong during the morning and 
early afternoon. They carried the 
nir-raid ‘casualties and the ypaticnts 
from the refugee hospital establish- 
ed some time ago the former Shum- 
chun Casino, ‘ 

From the hills on the British 
border, the Shumchun area appeared 
almost: deserted at 330 pm. Down 
the hills and roads a few scattered 
refugees were moving slowly towards 
the border, To the west small 
columns of smoke were rising from 
the villages which the Japanese had 
bombed during the morning, A 
single large Japanese veconnalniusice 
Plane was ‘circling slowly over 
Shuimehiin, . .

Tho few remaining refugecs near 
the villages now began to run olong 
the Shumchun-Sheungshul 
Only a handful carried any baggage.

fully occupied Shumchun Market, re- 
formed their lines on the far side of 
the village, alongside the main road 
to the Colony, for a swift advance on 
Wong Pul Ling, half a mile, cast of 
Shumchun Market. a 

They had occupied the two villages 
without firing a shot in less than 
half an hour from, the time the 
cavalry advance guard first appeared 
west of ‘Shumchun, 

From Wong Pui Ling, the Japanese 
threw a small force forward to Lo 
Fung, the furthest point reached by 
them on Saturday. The main forces 
remained in the Shumchun — group 
und until dusk Japonese detachments 
were still arriving along the Namtau- 
Shumchun road. 

The forces which occupied the 
villages are estimated at not less 
than 2,000 men, including artillery 
and a supply column. They com- 
prise Japanese and Canton puppet 
troops. : 

The Japanese troops did not op- 
proach the British border during the 
afternoon but remained at Icast a 
mile:on the Chinese side of the line, 
Only o police guard from Sheung- 
shui manned the bridges and other 
border approaches, 

Towards evening Indin troop de- 
tachments wero moved up by lorry 
to reserve positions behind the bor- 
der. British mobile signals sections 
also took up precautionary stations. 

Yestarday’s Movements 

Early yesterday morning Japanese 
soldiers advanced at several points 
rowan the border river, and entered 

ce 
Station. Sentrles were posted'on the 
Chinese side of the railway bridge and 
soldicrs were ‘seen on the _hill-post 
overlooking the Takuling’ police 
station. 

A fairly strong detachment was 

quartered in the buildings across the 
river from the border bridge on the 
Shamchun-Sheungshul road. Horses 
and cooking fires could be seen from 
the British territory and several stray 
rifle shots were heard during the day. 
About 1,000 refugees are now living 
inthe mat-shed camp on the British 
side of the river, 
— Except for the ~few Japanese 
soldiers seen walking about or bath- 
ing in the crecks, the Chinese terri- 
tory appeared deserted. F 

Police have closed the military road 
along the border to motor trafic. 
Only cars of Hongkong Mines Ltd., 
are allowed to travel as far as Lin 
Ma Hang. Cars are not ullowed to 
drive to the railway bridge. 

There is stlli access to the military 
road by foot, but police tarn back all 
Europeons at the border. Several 
young men were refused permission 
yesterday to enter the occupled terrl- 


ry. 4 : 
Although the Japanese now occupy 
villages only a few miles owny, there 
has not been any refugee exodus from 
Shataukole. Police are standing by 
against the expected Japanese. ad- 
vanee to-day. At Shataukok yester- 
day Europeans were not allowed to 
go up to the actual border but were 
turned back at the barbed wire bar- 
ricades. 

Chinese Troops Approaching 

Walchow, June 23. 

Japanese motorised. and cavalry 
units to-day reached the Sumchun 
sector to reinforce the 500 puppet 
troops who arrived. there yesterday 
afternoon.

In the words of Ceellio 
Apostol, “If a bullet erashed your 
brain, your great Idea crumbled an 
empire.” 


Jose P. Rizal Mercado y Alonso 
was born on June 19, 1861, in the 
town of Calamba, province of Laguna. 
From his mother young Pepe learnt 
to chant the alphabet and read the 
primer. .At the Atenco de Manila, 
this geniup still in his tenth year 
surprised his Castilian professors by 
winning the Ilterary prizes in writing 
Spanish poems. He also studicd at 
the University of Santo, Tomas. In 
Madrid, whilst an honourstudent in 
medicine,. he received distinction in 
philosophy and was an apt schojor of 
languages. Dr. Jose Rizal was poct, 
novelist, scicntist, philosopher, 
linguist, medico, painter and sculptor. 

The Cavite Revolt of 1872 and the 
execution of his tutor, Father Burgos, 
and two other Fillpino priests, created 
such an impression in the mind of 
Dr, Jose’ Rizal that the dismal period

“The French Government will 
continue to exist on sufferance 
in a relatively small area, but 
svill be completely dependant on 
Germany. 


No Peace Terms Yct 


“No clue Is given as to the terms 
of pence but tt seems clenr that 
Germany has no intention to discuss 
peace at the present stage. 

“In a word, the terms of the armlis- 
tlee 1s the completo capitulation of 
France, 

“M. Baudoin, Marshal Petain's 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, declared 
a few days ago that France would 
not accept humilinting or shameful 
crms, uy 

“It Ig diMcult to see how the terms 
could be more humiliating or what 
could be more shameful than to hound 
over territory and material for_a war 
against her ally with whom France 
fas n solemn ogrcement not to con- 
clude a separate peace. 

Violation Of Treaty 

“This trenty, as well as M. 
Baudoin’s undertaking, huve been 
vlolnted by Marshal Petain’s Gov- 
ernment.

The German terms for an armistice 
which we publish to-day is os harsh 
as was to be expected. They do not, 
as yet, include~the—Italian terms,

Probloms - Confronting ‘ 
The Nazis 


LONDON, June 28 (Reuter). 
—We know that we have to face 
all sorts of problema, some of 
them very difficult, said Captain 

’ Cyril Falls, the military corres- 
-pondent, of. the “Times,” in a 
broadcast talk to-day. 


He said he wan not going to talc 
nbout world atrategy or Medlter- 
ranean strategy, however, but some- 
thingt about the defence of Grent 
Britain. We have some assets. We 
have saved from the wreck seven 
out of every elght men of the first 
BE.F, and the second -B.E.F., which 

_ was gent to the ald of France just 
affer the great battle began. 


What Wo Saved 


We have saved the personnel of 
bases estublished far down fn the 
South-west. We have saved 1 lot 
of cquipment, We have ‘saved that 
part of the R.A.F. which was sent to 
France, 


We have at present in Britain o 
preater number of traincd and proved 
troops than we have had {in our his- 
tory. On the other hand, we have 
lost much of the heavy equipment of 


the first B.E.F, and we have lost uf: 


lot of the base stores which could not 
be withdrawn, We have lost some 
aircraft, damaged and rutted 
neredromes, for which there were no 
repalr facilitles; we have lost light 
craft, stnke In the evacuntion from 
Dunkirk, 


Outflanked At Two Points 


We now see the encmy with: the 
whole of Western Europe's cost in 
his grasp, from Arctle Norway to the 
estuary of the Loire, The enemy 
outdanks us from Norway «nd still 
more from Briltany, and not everyone 
realises until the map iy studied that 
Brest, Which the Germans have 
entered, Is further west than Ply- 
mouth ond almost as far west os 
Land's End. ‘ : 


For the first time since the war 
beyan, the enemy has Juunched heavy 
air attacks on Britain, although 50 far 
without result proportionate to their 
efforts. 

Invasion Probability 


The enemy will probably try an 
Invasion. 

Captain Falls docs not think a 
large scule invasion possible while 
the Navy and Air Force remain in 
being, and he would expect attacks 
{o be made on them first of all with 
possible felnts against the coast, ; 
" The Germans. have recklesaly 
sacrificed thelr aircraft in the recent 
offensives, and although they may 
be able to replace’ o lot of them, they 
cannot replace the pilots so casily. 
They do not possess the magnificent 
materials now being provided by the 
British Empire, and thelr most 
highly-trained pilots are not equal to 
ours. Pe 

They have not yet produced a 
fighter to céme anywhere near the 
Deflants, Spitfires and Hurricancs. 


__Nazis Face Grim Fight 


The. Germans have o very grim 
. fight in front of them if they depend 
upon the existence of the Alr Force. 
The enemy can hardly hope to com- 
pete with this unless it erlpples its 
buses; although he may damage ships 
jn ports it is unlikely that he will 
put cither out of action while there 
is an Air Force in being. 

While the Navy and RAF. exist, 
an invasion on a big or little scale by 
parachutists, troop-carriers on ships 
er a combination of the three may 
be expected. 

Turning his attention to* Britain 
from a strategic point of view, Capt. 
Falls dealt with England first. Very 
roughly it is a low country with a 
long. chain of hills running {from 
north to south—high In the north and 
low in the south—with another lower 
chain crossing it in the south and 
the whole of the hilly structure being 
Ike a “T” turned upside down.

Three Reasons 

Their reasons ure honour, common~

Honour, because France had agreed 
not to lay down her arms except In 
agreement with her, Allies, While 
the Allies continue the war, she has 
not the right.to surrender to the 
enemy. The Governments of Poland, 
Holland, Norway, Belgium-and Lux- 
embourg have been driven from their 
countries, but they have understeod 
their duty. . 

Common-sense, because it is absurd 
to consider the war lost. France still 
has a great. empire, an undefeated 
navy, great reserves. of Allies with 
thelr immenge resources to dominate 
the sea. Most of the resources of 
America’s Industry are open to them.
